A small quantity of acetite or 
sugar of lead dissolved in water, drop- 
ped into a glass of the vinegar sus- 
pected of contaittinn; vitriolic acid, 
will make the whole white and 
milky, if this be the case ; but if 
the vinegar be pure it will remain 
transparent. 

Vitriolic acid is on the other hand 
a no less ready test (or discovering 
acetite of lead in wine ; for upon 
adding a few drops of it, to a glass of 
wine, if the wine contain acetite (A' 
lead it will become torbid, but if not 
it will remain transparent. 

The latter practise, which is used 
to restore pricked wines, is n»ost itv- 
jurious to the health, and deserves a 
most severe pu)iishment. The adul- 
teration of vinegar with vitriolic 
acid, though not injurious to health, 
is most destructive to the teeth : and 
it is probable that the present great 
frequency of the toothache is occa- 
sioned by the frequent use now made 
of mineral acids and salts iu food 
and medicine. 



Stramonium most effectual for ihe

Stran>oniuni, called commonly 
THORN-AprLE, grow* spontaniously ; 
and in many gardens is reckoned a 
weed and thrown out : It may be 
raised by sowing the seed ire Mafcl* 
and April, on light rich eaitfe, ex- 
posed to the sun. The stalk as well 
as the root, may be used tiw smok- 
ing ; ami the latier veq^uirea no other 
preparation, but to be dried gradually, 
have the mould biushed off, and be 
cut into small pieces. The smoak 
is to be forced into the stomach by 
svvallowiiig, without holding the 
nostrils, or anv other etl'orts. Seve- 
ral cases have been published piov- 
inst the astonishing elletts of this 
simple remedy ; and it is now so 
much valued, that '2-i shiUiu.gs has 
been given this year for a pound 
of it in London, where formerly a 
large bundle ot it could be obtained 
for tiireo pence.
